INVESTIGATION: 

OFFICER REYES WAS EXITING THE ALLEY, SOUTH OF 1716 CAHUENGA BLVD, 
SHARKEY’S RESTAURANT. REYES HAD FINISHED SPEAKING WITH A, MALE IN 
THE ALLEY. AS REYES WAS WALKING OUT OF THE ALLEY, REYES OBSERVED 
THE DEFENDANTS SEATED AT THE OUTSIDE TABLES OF THE RESTAURANT ON 
THE SIDEWALK. REYES ATTENTION WAS THEN DIRECTED TO THE TABLE 
WHERE THE DEFENDANTS WERE SEATED. REYES OBSERVED A LARGE BOTTLE 
OF “BEEFEATER LIQUOR” ON THE TABLE. REYES STEPPED BACK INTO THE
